THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Wilmot in the (L.S.) County of Merrimack in said State, 
qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Wilmot on Tuesday, the 12th of 
March, next at 8:00 of the clock in the forenoon (the polls closing at 6:00 o’clock p.m.) To act upon 
the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


You are hereby further notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Wilmot the 12th of 
March, next at Seven of the clock in the evening to act upon the following subjects: 


Article 2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray Town charges for 
the ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. Recommended by the Selectmen. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise through bond issue the sum of $375,000 
(Three Hundred and Seventy Five Thousand dollars) for the purpose of renovation and new 
construction of Town Buildings. Recommended by The Selectmen. (Ballot vote required, 1 hour 
allotted for vote, 2/3 majority required). 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell any material or 
equipment deemed to be surplus to the Town needs; the sale of highway material or equipment to be 
made with the approval of the Road Agent. Recommended by the Selectmen. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to convey any real estate 
acquired by the Town by tax collector’s deed either by public auction or sealed bid. Recommended 
by the Selectmen. 


Article 6. If Article 3 is defeated, to see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
$50,000 (fifty thousand dollars) for renovation of the Town Hall building. Recommended by the 
Selectmen. 


Article 7. If Article 3 is defeated to see if the Town will vote to appropriate $27,000 
(Twenty Seven Thousand Dollars) for architectural drawings depicting proposed renovation and 
new construction of Town Buildings. Recommended by the Selectmen. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate, the sum of $58,500 (Fifty 
Eight Thousand Five Hundred Dollars ) to reclaim and pave approximately 4200 ft of North Wilmot 
Road, the section known as Teel Hill starting at the bottom to the top of Sawyer Road. 
Recommended by the Selectmen and the Road Agent. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 54,500 (Fifty 
Four Thousand Five Hundred Dollars) for the purchase of a rubber-tired four wheel drive backhoe 
for use on highways and to see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to withdraw the amount of 
$22,000 from the Capital Reserve Equipment fund to be applied to the purchase of the backhoe. 
(The Total amount to be raised by taxes being 32,000). Recommended by the Selectmen and the 
Road Agent. 


Article 10. To see if the Town (if Article 9 is adopted) will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $7,200 (Seven Thousand and Two Hundred Dollars) for the purchase of a broom attachment 
for the backhoe. Recommended by the Selectmen and the Road Agent. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $30,000 (Thirty 
Thousand Dollars) for the Wilmot Volunteer Fire Company, Inc. Recommended by the Selectmen. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $7,700 (Seven 
Thousand and Seven Hundred Dollars) for the purchase of a defibrillator unit to be used by the 
Wilmot Volunteer Fast Squad. Recommended by the Selectmen. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $750.00 (Seven 
Hundred and Fifty Dollars) for the Kearsarge Area Council on Aging, an organization formed to 
promote, develop and reinforce programs which support and enhance the health, well being, dignity 
and independence of individuals 55 years of age and older living in Wilmot and other area towns. 
Petitioned by Selma V. Rockwood and others. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,500 (One 
Thousand and Five Hundred Dollars) for the purpose of the restoration of the Bunker Hill Cemetery. 
Petitioned by Frances Wilcox and others. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to donate to the Pine Hill Cemetery Association 
land acquired by Tax Deed located on Pine Hill Road, Tax Map 16, Lot 73, formerly owned by New 
London Fuel & Energy Company, for the purpose of the future needs of Pine Hill Cemetery. 
Recommended by the Selectmen. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to accept the provisions of RSA Chapter 36-A, 
Conservation Commissions, and to establish, in 1996, a Wilmot Conservation Commission of not 
less than three nor more than seven members who shall be appointed by the Selectmen as specified 
in RSA 36-A:3. The purpose of the conservation commission is “for the proper utilization and 
protection of natural resources and for the protection of watershed resources” of Wilmot. Petitioned 
by Pierre Bedard and others. 


Article 17. To see if the Town wishes to amend the existing agreement under Section 218 
of the Social Security Act by excluding the services performed by election workers for a calendar 
year in which the remuneration paid for such services is less than $1000.00 (One Thousand Dollars). 
Recommended by the Selectmen.

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The meeting was called to order at 7:00 p.m. on Tuesday, March 14, 1995, to act upon the 
following subjects: 


The meeting began with an invocation led by Rev. John Wall then Keith Fleury led the 
group in the pledge of Allegiance. 


The Moderator, Robert K. Minard, Jr. then extended a special thanks to Mrs. Anitra 
Griffin for her seven years of service to the school board. He then explained the rules of the meeting 
and announced the meeting would be taped for reference. 


ARTICLE 2: Mr. Earle Chandler made the motion for the Town “To raise and appropriate the 
sum of $413,660 to defray town charges for the ensuing year, any income from other sources other 
than property taxes to be tied into this appropriation.” The motion was seconded. Mr. Chandler then 
reviewed the budget. Mr. Chandler then made the motion to amend the budget to increase it in the 
amount of $4,000 to cover the amount the Wilmot Learning Place had requested (this amount was 
included in the budget at the budget hearing and was inadvertently omitted when the final budget 
was printed). The motion was seconded and passed unanimously. Mrs. Barbara L. Sanborn then 
made a motion to amend the budget by $300 to cover the cost of installing shades at the Town Hall. 
The motion was seconded and passed unanimously. Mr. Greg Barthol then made a motion to reduce 
the budget by $10,000 from the Executive line item. The motion was seconded and was defeated. 
Mr. Chandler then made the motion to amend Article 2 to read “To raise and appropriate the sum of 
$417,960 to defray town charges for the ensuing year any income from other sources other than 
property taxes to be tied into this appropriation.” Motion was seconded and motion passed with four 
im opposition. 


ARTICLE 3: Mr. Robert Tawney made the motion to adopt Article 3 as written: “To see if the 
Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell any material or equipment deemed to be surplus to 
the Town needs; the sale of highway material or equipment to be made with the approval of the 
Road Agent.” Motion was seconded and motion passed unanimously. 


ARTICLE 4 Mr. Robert Tawney made the motion to adopt Article 4 as written: “To see if the 
Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to convey any real estate acquired by the Town by tax 
collector’s deed either by public auction or sealed bid.” Motion was seconded and passed with one in 
opposition. 


ARTICLE 5: Dr. Nelson Chitterling made the motion to adopt Article 5 as written: “To see if 
the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $35,000 (Thirty Five Thousand dollars and no 
cents) to reclaim and pave approximately 1,900 feet of North Wilmot Road, starting where paving 
ended last year.” Motion was seconded. Discussion followed. The Road Agent stated that the area 
involved would be approximately 2,800 feet not the 1,900 feet as stated of North Wilmot Road. 
Motion passed. 


ARTICLE 6: Dr. Nelson Chitterling made the motion to adopt Article 6 as written: “To see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $30,000 (Thirty Thousand dollars and no cents) 
for the Wilmot Volunteer Fire Company, Inc.” Motion was seconded. Motion passed. 


ARTICLE 7: Mr. Earle Chandler made the motion to adopt Article 7 as written: “To see if the 
Town will authorize the Selectmen to withdraw the amount of $5,000 (Five thousand dollars and no 
cents) plus interest earned from the Capital Reserve Fund that was set up several years ago for the 
proposed new Fire Station and to make those funds available to the Wilmot Volunteer Fire Co., Inc.” 
Motion was seconded and motion passed unanimously. 


ARTICLE 8: Mr. Earle Chandler made the motion to adopt Article 8 as written “To see if the 


Town will vote, pursuant to RSA 154:1, III to choose the Wilmot Volunteer Fire Company, Inc. as 
its form of fire department organization and, further, to choose, pursuant to RSA 154:1-bb, the form 
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of financing and the form of property ownership of the Wilmot Volunteer Fire Company, Inc. (which 
are different than the requirements of RSA 154:1-a and RSA 154:1-b).” Motion was seconded. 
Discussion followed, motion passed. 


ARTICLE 9: Dr. Nelson Chitterling made the motion to adopt Article 9 as written: “To see if 
the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $750 (Seven Hundred Fifty dollars and no 
cents) for the Kearsarge Area Council on Aging, an organization formed to promote, develop and 
reinforce programs which support and enhance the health, wellbeing, dignity and independence of 
individuals 55 years of age and older living in Wilmot and other area towns.” Motion was seconded 
and motion passed. 


ARTICLE 10: Mr. Robert Tawney made the motion to adopt Article 10 as written: “To see if 
the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $18,000 to resurface a section of 
Campground Road beginning at Village Road to Pancake Street.”” Motion was seconded and motion 
passed unanimously. 


ARTICLE 11: Mr. Robert Tawney made the motion to adopt Article 11 as written: “To see if 
the Town will vote to accept so-called Clarke Road as a Town Road, Class V, said Clarke Road 
having been constructed in accordance with Town specifications as reported by the Town Road 
Agent.” Motion was seconded and motion passed. 


Mr. Tawney and Dr. Chitterling than gave a special thanks to Mr. Chandler for the 27 
years of service he has given to the town. A standing ovation was given to Mr. Chandler. 


Mrs. Barbara Sanborn and Mr. Walter Walker then talked to the group about the 
Bicentennial preparations for the year 2007. 


There will be a special reception for Mr. Chandler on April 2 at the Town Hall from 24 
p.m. 


Mr. Richard Biron a member of the Space Committee then spoke to the group concerning 
the plans that had been on display during election and the need for additional space for the town 
officials. Members of the committee were: Richard Biron, Lee Huntoon and John Sanborm. 

The Wilmot Public Library has prepared a telephone book listing Wilmot residents. 


A special thanks was given to the Road Agent and his crew for all the hard work they 
performed during the past year. 


Dr. Chitterling announced that a handout was available of the Treasurer’s report which 
was much easier to read than what was published in the town report. 


The Wilmot Garden Club will have a special meeting April 11 with a slide presentation by 
George Matarrazo. 


The Wilmot Community Center will have a Rabies Clinic at the Community Center on 
April 4 from 7 to 8 p.m. 


A motion was made to adjourn the meeting and seconded. The meeting adjourned at 8:00 
p.m.

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IN MEMORY OF MILDRED S. HOWARD 


Mildred was born in Manchester, New Hampshire, on December 16, 1904, the daughter of Leon 
Eugene and Bessie May (Bell) Sawyer. She moved to Wilmot in 1908, attended the Stearns School 
(District #5) at the age of 4 years, and graduated from the Business Course at Bartlett High School in 
Webster, Massachusetts, in 1922. 


She worked for the New Hampshire Highway Department as a secretary from 1922-1923 
and then for Granite Overall Company in Nashua until 1924. In 1924, Mildred became employed by 
Proctor Academy in Andover, New Hampshire, as the personal secretary to Headmaster Stanley 
Kelley. She retired in 1973 after serving five Headmasters, becoming the Bursar and Assistant 
Treasurer, and the Business Manager. Since her retirement from Proctor she had been employed as 
a cashier at Cricenti’s Market in New London. 


Mildred was a member of the Proctor Alumni Association and past member of the Proctor 
Academy Corp. She served on the Wilmot School Board from 1932-1953 and was Chairman of the 
Board for 7 years. She was a Library Trustee from 1931-1933 and im 1935. She served several 
terms on the Board of Adjustment and also had an interest in the Planning Board activities. 


Mildred became a member of the Wilmot Old Home Association in 1917, was elected 
Treasurer in 1955 and was still serving in that capacity. She was a member of the North Wilmot 
Church, joining in 1918 and was presently the Church Treasurer and Trustee. Mildred belonged to 
the Nimble Thimble Club, and for as long as they had been active, the ladies’ group of the church. 


She was a charter member of the Wilmot Community Association and also of the 
Historical Society. She was serving as Treasurer of the Historical Society. In 1961, she was 
appointed as Trustee of the Youngman-Fisk Trust, the income from which assists local students 
attending college. In 1989, Mildred became the Treasurer of the Pine Hill Association and had been 
a director since 1991. In the second edition of Volume 2, published in 1961 and 1962, she was 
listed “Who’s Who in American Women.” 


Mildred served on the Wilmot Bicentennial Committee in 1976, became a member of 
Martha Chapter OES #84 in 1949, and in 1919 joined the Wilmot Grange #309. In 1941 she joined 
the New Hampshire State Grange and the National Grange and joined the Merrimack County 
Pomona Grange, transferring to Lake and Valley Grange in 1951. 


The Town of Wilmot proclaimed August 5-7, 1994, as “Mildred Howard Weekend” as a 
tribute for her many contributions to the community. At the end of the weekend Mildred received 
her 75-year recognitions with the grange. Mildred held many offices in the Grange including 
Chaplain and Master. She made many items for display and contests domg needlework and baking. 
In 1988, in the Banner Contest, she crocheted a banner using the Grange emblem design and her 
doilies won prizes at every level. In 1987, she received the Grand Prize at National level with her 
crocheted doily usmg the Wheat pattern. She also won many contests with her baking and took great 
pride in arranging refreshments of many functions. 


Mildred was awarded a New Hampshire Certificate of Merit and a National Certificate of 
Merit for her service on October 16, 1940, WWI Registration Day. 
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IN MEMORY OF JANE KENYON 


Jane was born in Ann Arbor, Michigan, on May 23, 1947, the daughter of Reuel and Pauline 
Kenyon. She graduated from the University of Michigan in 1970, and took her MA two years later. 
In 1975, Jane moved to Wilmot, New Hampshire, where she lived with her husband, Donald Hall. 
Jane was a member of the South Danbury Christian Church, performing as its treasurer for 
seventeen years. She worked as a volunteer for Hospice of the Kearsarge Valley. In her twenty 
years of life in New Hampshire, Jane loved the land and its people. She wrote many poems that 
embody profound affection for both place and community. Governor Merrill appointed her Poet 
Laureate of New Hampshire in 1995, and one of her poems was read at the gubernatorial 
inauguration in January. 


Jane’s books of poems are From Room to Room, The Boat of Quiet Hours, Let Evening Come, and 
Constance; with a Russian scholar, she translated Twenty Poems of Anna Akhmatova. Her poems 
appeared in the New Yorker, the Atlantic, Poetry and many other publications. Jane read her poetry 
at colleges and literary festivals all over the country -- and in small town libraries, schools, and 
churches of New Hampshire. The State Department sent her on a cultural exchange to China and 
Japan in 1986, and to India m 1991 and 1993. In December of 1993, she and her husband were 
featured on PBS, an episode of Bill Moyer ’s Journal called “A Life Together,” which won an Emmy 
in 1994. The Town of Wilmot received a truly unique gift of an original poem, a collaboration 
between Jane Kenyon and Donald Hall. We featured this poem on the cover of our 1993 Town 
Report and have reprinted it below. 


She received an Avery Hopwood Award from the University of Michigan, a fellowship from the 
National Endowment for the Arts and another from the New Hampshire State Council on the Arts, 
as well as a Guggenheim Foundation Fellowship in 1992. In 1989 Plymouth State College made her 
recipient of the Granite State Award. Wellesley College gave her the Sara Teasdale Award in 1991, 
when she was also honored by the St. Botolph Club in Boston. Poetry gave her the Frederick Bock 
Prize in 1993. In 1994 she received the PEN Voelcker Award, and the Award for Literary 
Achievement, Outstanding Work of Poetry, from the New Hampshire Writers and Publishers 
Project. 


Jane died at her home in Wilmot, New Hampshire, on April 22, 1995. She is survived by her 
husband Donald (they just celebrated their 23rd wedding anniversary on April 17, 1995), a brother 
and his wife, Reuel and Dawn; a niece, Brianna; a stepdaughter, Philippa; a stepson, Andrew; and 
five step-grandchildren.

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1995 REPORT OF THE WILMOT PLANNING BOARD 


The past year was a relatively quiet one for the Planning Board. During the year, two subdivisions and 
two site plans were approved. Two committees were established. One committee was appointed to 
start the process of updating the Master Plan. A questionnaire was developed and distributed to 
citizens and land owners of the town. The results will be used to help in the revision of the master 
plan. A second committee was formed to write regulations governing the development of property in 
the commercial zones within the town. 


One notable piece of legislation that was passed during the 1995 session dealt with the resubdivision of 
properties. (Resubdivision has been commonly referred to as annexation.) The new law applies to a 
single owner combining two or more parcels into one. This process is now called merging and has 
been greatly simplified. 


Finally, I feel that it is fitting to comment on the cooperation and good will shown by those involved in 
the planning and completion of the New London Floorcraft and Wilmot Volunteer Fire Department 
buildings. Projects such as these are what have made serving on the Planning Board a rewarding 
experience.

The Central New Hampshire Regional Planning Commission (CNHRPC) is a voluntary association of 
20 towns and the City of Concord in Merrimack and Hillsborough Counties. The Town of Wilmot is a 
member in good standing of the Commission. 


Our mission is to improve, through education, traming and planning assistance, the abilities of the 
municipalities of the region to prepare and implement municipal plans; to prepare a plan for effective 
and appropriate development and utilization of the resources of the region; and to assist municipalities 
in carrying out the regional plan. 


Member communities receive a variety of planning services, including telephone consultations on 
planning issues; planning research; sample ordinances, regulations, and planning documents; models; 
data and access to data sources; review and comment on planning documents; development review, 
and educational programs. Membership also entitles a community to below market cost planning 
services such as master planning assistance, GIS mapping, and grant preparation. During 1995, our 
services in Wilmot included: providing information and contact referral on septic system requirements; 
providing an outline for use in updating the town master plan; providing a draft GIS base map; 
providing a Town wetlands map; and providing traffic counts on requested roads.

COA’s services to its clients remam its mam priority -- rides, small repairs, telephone reassurance calls, 
friendly visits, Good Day respite day care, office information and referral service, and the important 
monthly newsletter. Our number of clients has increased by about 14% to 165 and the units of service 
to these seniors by 35%+ to over 2000. 


Its variety of offerings now include “life enrichment” events such as a monthly luncheon and speaker 
program in area churches, regular quilting sessions, wintertime bridge lessons, holiday social events at 
Christmas time and Valentine’s Day, a “Family Scrapbook” program in area libraries, intergenerational 
involvements, and community receptions in each of our nine towns. Attendance at events such as 
these totaled over 1300 in 1995. 


Important happenings in 1995: The Board of Directors updated and revised COA’s by-laws. Our 
newsletter was enlarged to 8 pages, thanks to the support of our business advertisers. An Advisory 
Board of area professionals was formed to assist COA in specialized matters. Our Vice President was 
named by Governor Mermill to the N.H. State Committee on Aging, having been a N.H. delegate to the 
White House Conference in May. The Board conducted a survey of the interests and needs of its 
members to aid it in planning COA’s future. 


Essential financial support came from different sources: One quarter from our 9 towns, one quarter 
from the townspeople who supported our annual fund drive, one quarter was grants from foundations 
and organizations, and the last quarter was from our newsletter advertisers, our grateful clients, and 
fund raising events, etc. 


Our greatest resource remains our faithful, generous, and conscientious corps of talented volunteers, 
over 200 of them. Without them we simply could not “enhance” the lives of our senior adults. COA’s 
Board of Directors is very gratified by the wide spectrum of support it is now receiving from every 
volunteer, from every town, from so many organizations and individuals. Your older neighbors are the 
appreciative beneficiaries. Thank you.

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REPORT OF THE WILMOT PUBLIC LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


Under the auspices of New Hampshire’s friendliest librarian, Kathi Donovan, the Wilmot Public 
Library loaned 3,379 adult/children’s books (up 15% over 1994!) And circulated 1,144 videos, 
audiotapes and magazines in 1995. Upgraded computer equipment was installed by Jay and Linda 
Lambert. The town provided a yardlight to better illuminate our parking lot and front steps. John 
Williams completed Kathi’s desktop, added shelves for the children’s videos and displayed local 
children’s artwork. At 178, interlibrary loans doubled. We were busy! 


This year’s library events featured the September booksale, bakesale, quilt show, and craft 
demonstration held by our Friends of the Library support group. The Friends also sponsored the 
hugely successful fundraising melodrama “The Face on the Barroom Floor.” The MaryJane Schoeler 
Memorial Fund for Books was born thanks to the many contributions we received. Books purchased 
in memory include the Book of Virtues, Millennium: A History of the Last Thousand Years, and First 
Ladies by Margaret Truman. Fred and Mary Jane Ogmundson again conducted the Great American 
Read-Aloud to celebrate National Library Week in May. Industrious volunteers scrubbed and polished 
on Library Cleaning Day. The Children’s Christmas Party attracted the most kids yet. America’s best- 
loved librarian, Kathi Donovan, and the Trustees took a field trip to local secondhand bookstores to 
purchase at taxpayer-friendly prices books requested by patrons. 


Programs abounded in 1995. The Wilmot Garden Club inspired experts and novice gardeners with its 
spring and fall slide shows. Other programming included a slide presentation by Debbie Stanley on the 
Ausbon Sargent Land Preservation Trust, “Family Scrapbooks” by the Council on Aging, a Robert 
Frost feature by Lawrence Davies, and the fall book discussion series entitled “The Nonfiction Novel 
and the Fiction of History.” Children were treated to a presentation by Mary Lyn Ray, the OWL 
program from the Vermont Raptor Center, and a summer Story Hour created by Alison Kozikowski. 


The Wilmot and Blackwater Granges merged and a generous donation to the library resulted. 

Cricenti’s contributed refreshments for the Story Hour. Sugar River, New London Trust, and Lake 
Sunapee Savings Banks provided funding for the OWL program. We thank these contributors for their 
support of our library. We also extend a heartfelt thanks to Friends of the Library and our cadre of 
skilled volunteers. The successful operation of our library depends on the generosity of many. Wilmot 
is blessed with folks who welcome the opportunity to help. 


Plans are underway for the 1996 book discussion series and suggestions are welcomed. Thelma 
Minard, Elizabeth Hill and Kate Morrey will continue to cull and reorganize our collection. We hope 
to purchase a fax machine. Use of the library for meetings and programs is encouraged. For details 
and permission, contact the world’s most patient librarian, Kathi Donovan.

1995 REPORT OF THE WILMOT RECYCLING COMMITTEE 


Wilmot residents are to be commended for their recycling effort: tonnage of recyclables continued to 
increase even through the total of waste plus recylables decreased slightly from last year. Recyclmg 
tonnage, more than 88 tons, was 9% greater than in 1994. This represented 19% of our trash plus 
recyclables and a saving of more than $1600. Recycled corrugated cardboard and paper weighed just 
under 50 tons while bottles and cans weighed almost 39 tons. 


In addition, we recycled 35 tons of metal, for which the town received $862. Thus, Wilmot recycled a 
total of 123 tons, an amount that was 25% of all materials discarded. Duming the year, the committee 
or its chairman assisted in planning for three special waste collections aimed at recycling or reuse of 
motor oil, tires, and oil-based paint. First, applications was submitted to the State, and a grant awarded, 
for a facility to collect used motor oil. The facility must be installed by the middle of 1996. Second, for 
several months old tires, were accepted at the Transfer Station for a fee of $1 per tire. More than 400 
tires were transported, at a cost of $69 per ton, to a plant where they would be bumed as fuel for 
generating electricity. 


Finally, a one-day collection of oil-based paint in November was disappointing in that less than 25 


persons brought in far less than the minimum 225 gallon capacity established for the collection. The 
collection cost more than $1,000 and could have served three or four times as many as it did.

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REPORT FROM EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT - 1995 


The goal of Emergency Management is to save lives, prevent injuries and protect property and the 
environment if an emergency occurs. The roles of Civil Defense and Emergency Management are 
often confused. Simply put, Civil Defense counters attack caused disaster and Emergency 
Management covers natural and technological disasters. 


Emergency Management is responsible for developmg emergency plans covering any possible 
contingency such as tornadoes, hurricanes, mass casualty accidents, floods, blizzards, emergency 
housing and nuclear war. These plans are coordinated through the use of local resources, equipment 
and manpower such as the Fire Department, Police Department and the Road Agent. 


This year in Wilmot, Emergency Management entered into an Agreement with the American Red 
Cross regarding disaster relief; contmued work on the update of our Town Emergency Management 
Plan and coordinated administrative efforts to apply for FEMA funds to help with the expense of the 
road damage that occurred in Wilmot during the heavy rainstorms we had in the Fall. 


Hopefully, Wilmot will remain disaster free, but it is essential to be prepared in the event of an 
emergency.

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


In the calendar year 1995, our three leading causes of fires were children, non-permit fires not properly 
extinguished and smoking materials. Violations of RSA 224.27 II, the fire permit law and other 
burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $2,000 
and/or a year in jail! Violators are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Fire Officials, contact your local 
Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required. This also helps to prevent unnecessary 
response to a controlled burn.
